Poison “Victim” 
Bigamy Suspect 


Sacramentan Appears To Be 
Man Of Many Wives, Police 
Officials Reveal 


SACRAMENTO—Captain of Detec- 
tives Alec McAllister announced early 
today that bigamy charges will be filed 
against Ed J. Jones, railroad employe. 
who two days ago caused the arrest of 
his bride of a fortnight, by telling po- 
lice she had given him poisoned food. 

Jones, has confessed, according to 
police, that he married Mattie M. Bell 
of 1428 Seventh street, this city, on 
March 24, and then on August 4, in 
Auburn, married Mrs. Emily Doeltz, 
a widow, who has been held on his poi- 
son charges. 

Police say Jones, also known as Ar- 
val Frank Duncan and Ed O'Neill, says 
he has another wife, Mrs. Mary Fra- 
zier, whom he married in Seattle a year 
or two ago. 

Jones was taken ill on a train en- 
route to Ogden with his latest bride. ! 
Taken to the Mercy hospital he charged 
that he had eaten poisoned food pre- 
pared by his wife. He also charged 
that his bride’s former husband, Mer- 
vyn Doeltz, San Leandro druggist, died 
of poison June 4. Police took Mrs. 
Jones into custody and started a rigid 
investigation. 

When it was discovered that Doeltz 
had died a suicide from poison self- 
administered, Jones’ charges against 
his bride back-fired. The authorities 
started an inquiry into the railroad 
man’s antecedents and his various al- 
leged wives began to come to light. 
Seattle authorities were asked last 
night to locate, if possible, Mrs. May |

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STATE OF CALIFORNIA CHIEF 
LANDLORD, CONTROLLER'S 
SURVEY SHOWS 


SACRAMENTO—The State of Cali- 
fornia is the chief landlord of the 
state. 

More than two million acres of land 
once owned by private individuals has 
reverted to the state for non-payment 
of taxes, a survey made by State Con- 
troller Harry B. Riley, shows. There 
is also in excess of one hundred thous- 
and city lots, both improved and un- 
improved, which the state now owns. 

A large amount went to the treas- 
uries of the cities and counties, which 
receive the money paid to redeem land 
from tax sales. The lion’s share of re- 
demption money went to Los Angeles 
County, about $2,500,000, said Control- 
ler Riley. Several times this amount | 
will ultimately be received by the coun- 
tites, as most redemptions are made 
on the ten payment plan. This per- 
mits redemptions by paying cne-tenth 
of delinquent taxes, and all current 
taxes, to be paid each year. 

Land on which taxes remain unpaid | 
is “sold to the state” the first four 
years, then deeded to the state when | 
taxes are unpaid for the fifth succes- | 
sive year. Administration of tax deed- ! 
ed land has been vested in the con- | 
troller since 1870. 

In 1928, a normal year, there were 
one hundred and seventy-five thousand | 
sales to the state and twenty thousand | 
deeds to the state; in 1932 this increas- , 
ed to three hundred and twenty-one | 
thousand sales and fifty-five thousand 
deeds; this year it dropped to one hun- | 
dred and seventy-eight thousand sales | 
but deeds to the state for land lost in| 
depression years rose to seventy thous- , 
and. 


Redemptions have shown a 25 per 
cent increase in the last year, Con- 
troller Riley stated. Agents of the 


controller in charge of leasing tax ded- 
ed lands report that as many as seven 
out of every ten parcels investigated 
are redeemed by their former owners. 
The state does not want the land, Riley 
emphasized, and assists owners where- 
ever possible. The sole interest of the 
state, he said, is to restore this prop- 
erty to tax rolls for local taxation. 

Cities and counties last year receiv- 
ed from redemptions, as a result of the 
controller's investigations: Imperial 
$6,600; Orange $6,000; Los Angeles $2,- 
500,000; Kern $1,000; Dinuba, Tulare 
County $4,000; Sacramento $1,700; to- 
tal $2,519,300. 

Controller Riley pointed out that the 
owner can redeem his land after the 
deed to the state, and urges owners 
not to part with their title without in- 
vestigating their rights.

EDITH WHARTON, NOVELIST, 
CLAIMED BY DEATH 
IN FRANCE 


PARIS (W)—Edith Wharton, Ameri- 
can novelist, died yestefday at Chateau 
Brice Sur Foret, near here.
